after  her  decease: 

"The  subject  of  this  brief  memoir,  whose  maiden  name  was  ^Isworth, 
was  born  in  Hallowell  (near  Picton)  on  the  2iith  day  of  March,  1791, 
and  died  at  the  residence  of  her  eldest  son,  Hiram  Darling,  Esq.,  of 
Percy,   on  the  8th  day  of  January,  I87I,  in  the  79th  year  of  her  age. 
She  was  the  eldest  child  of  Henry  and  Mary  J^lsworth,  both  of  whom 
are  reported  to  have  been  members  of  the  first  tiethodist  society 
formed  in  Halloxfell,    and  although  deprived  of  a  father's  protection 
and  care  at  an  early  period  of  her  life,   she  was  never  left  destitute 
of  either  kind  friends  or  a  comfortable  home.  —  -  l€ien  about  twenty 
years  of  age  she  was  married  to  ^i^.  John  Darling,  her  now  bereaved 
husband,   and  became  the  mother  of  ten  children,  three  of  whom  pre- 
ceded her  to  the  home  of  the  blest  .-x-  -^  ■«-" 

She  was  reared  in  the  family  of  Cor^  Spencer,  of  Hallowell,  Prince 
Edward  County,   Ont.,  where  she  and  her  husband  dwelt  intil  late  in 
life.
